Jordan has earmarked millions of 
dimars (one dinar is 11,18) for de- 
velopment projects this year in 
‘West Bank towns and villages, The 
Fost learned over the weekend. 
‘The Jordanian Government extends 
development aid to West Bank mu- 
nicipalities, after they submit plans 
approved by the Israel militery 
administration. The Israel author- 
ities have already approved 135 new 
municipal projects.

combined budget now stands at

lionaire businessman who rose from 
proverty in New York’s Lower Bast 
Side, first to become an Orthodox 
rabbi and later an executive with 
two homes and a chauffeur. He 
jumped from the 44th floor of the 
Pan Am Building in ..Manhattan 
on February 3, without leaving a 
note. 

In a long analysis, the “New 
York Times” said yesterday that 
Black, the 53-year-old president of 
United Brands, a two-billion-dollar 
conglomerate, had been an uncom- 
mon businessmen, well liked, with 
an obviously close and devoted fa- 
mily. He had attained an eminent 
position in New York's business, 
philanthropic and intellectual life. 

Dr. Samuel Belkin, president of 
Yeshiva University, eulogized his 
former student as “a boy who al- 
ways smiled but never laughed.” 

Black's and associates 
doubt that there was an onerous 
perscnal debt, fraud or illness behind 
the suicide. Black had recently had 


Although he had left the rabbinate 
to enter business, he remained a 
dedicated Jewish scholar, and suf- 
cide violates all Judaic tradition, 
the “Times” said. 

The police have ruled out homl- 
cide. 

His business had undergone finan- 
cial Gifficulties and be was short 
of cash to pay off bank loans. But 
only days before his suicide he had 
‘negotiated the sale of one of his 
subsidiaries, Foster Grant Plastics 
and Sunglasses, to a West German 
firm for a handsome $70m.

While the Kissinger plan will 
carry more muscle — it is projec- 
ted as a $25 billion fund — obser- 
vers here expect its establishment 
will require a year or more.

“All consuming nations are 
im need of relief from excessive oil 
prices,” he said, “but the developing 
world cannot wait for the process 
to unfold. For them, the of] crisis 
has already produced an emergency.” 

Another source of relief for the 
Fourth World may lie in economic 
aid from oil-rich nations. A recent 
U.S. Treasury paper reveals that the 
13 oil exporting nations of OPEC 
were paid $90b. during 1974, 28 400 
per cent increase over their 1973 
income. After paying for their im- 
ports and other costs, they were 
left with a staggering surplus of 
$60b. But Httle of this fortune was 
channelled into the Fourth World, 
— 98 per cent of it waa invested or 
deposited in banks. 

Moreover, United Nations officiala 
are complaining that the Arab 
countries are creating a serious pro- 
blem for the UN by refusing to tell 
how much aid they are giving to 
poor nations. At the same time, re- 
cipients of Arab aid are reluctant 
to say they are receiving help be- 
cause they have been ordered by the 
donors to keep this information to 
themselves. Apparently, the strategy 
behind this is to force Western 
nations to assume more of the 
Fourth World’s economic needs. The 
UN needs this information to deter- 
mine which of its members need 
emergency aid. 

The industrial nations are making 
a yoassive effort to resolve the crisis 
of oil, but one is struck by the tem- 
porary nature of these plans. In the 
Jong run, the only viable solution to 
these problems appears to be a roll- 
back in the price of oil Then 
perbaps the regrettable necessity 
for singling out an economically 
vulnerable part of this earth as a 
Fourth World will disappear.
